John  Frazier  I,  married  Rebecca  Boring,  widow  of  James  Boring. 

The  following  testamentary  proceedings  shows;  ’’Rebecca  the 
widow  of  James  Boring  posts  an  Administration  Bond  in  1738  on 
James  Borings  estate,”  and  from  Inventories  is  the  following; 

"by  1739  she  is  described  as  John  Fraziers  wife.” 

Elizabeth  Frazier  2.  No  information  has  been  uncovered  about  her 
except  that  mentioned  in  the  Will  of  her  father,  John  Frazier  1. 

She  had  married  a  Brown,  and  was  dead  in  1779  when  John  Frazier  I 
made  his  Will,  in  which  he  mentions  his  "grand  daughters,  Ruth  3 
and  Elizabeth  Brown  3.”  It  is  to  be  presumed  that  her  daughter 
was  named  Elizabeth  3  for  her  mother  and  that  Ruth  3  was  named 
for  her  Aunt,  Ruth  2.

John  Frazier  2,  married  Urith  Boring  in  1769  or  1770.  She  was  the 

DAUGHTER  OF  THOMAS  AND  ELIZABETH  (V/ELCH)  BORING.  THE  LATTER  COUPLE 
WERE  MARRIED  FEB.  3RD,  1734  AND  THEIR  FIRST  CHILD,  WILLIAM  BORING, 

was  born  Feb.  19th,  [735.  Their  other  children  were  born  in  the 

FOLLOWING  ORDER:  JAMES,  RUBIN  AND  URITH.  THEIR  BIRTH  DATES  ARE 
UNKNOWN,  BUT  IT  IS  REASONABLE  TO  ASSUME  THAT  URITH  WAS  BORN  ABOUT 
1745  AND  DIED  IN  MUSKINGUM  COUNTY,  OHIO,  BETWEEN  1820  AND  1830. 

John  Frazier  2  bought  83  acres  of  "Borings  Range"  in  1771.  This 
TRACT  ORIGINALLY  CONSISTED  OF  1375  ACRES  LYING  ON  BOTH  SIDES  OF 
THE  PRESENT  BALTIMORE  AND  CARROLL  COUNTY  LINE  AND  ABOUT  FIVE  OR 
SIX  MILES  FROM  THE  PENNSYLVANIA  STATE  LINE.  THIS  83  ACRE  TRACT 
WAS  TRANSFERED  IN  1788  BY  JOHN  FRAZIER  2  AND  HIS  WIFE  URITH  TO 

Thomas  Cockey  Deye.  By  1794  John  Frazier  2  was  living  in  Bedford 
County,  Pa.,  when  he  was  issued  a  V/arrant  for  150  acres  of  land 

SITUATED  IN  WHAT  IS  NOW  WELLS  VALLEY  TOWNSHIP,  FULTON  COUNTY,  PA  . 

This  tract  adjoined  the  land  of  Alexander  Alexander  and  was 
TRANSFERED  BY  FRAZIER  TO  SaMUE L  W I LLETTS  IN  1806,  WHEN  SHORTLY 
THEREAFTER  THE  FRAZIERS  REMOVED  TO  MUSKINGUM  COUNTY,  OHIO  WHERE 

John  Frazier  2,  and  his  sons  William  and  Reubin  appeared  in  the 
TAX  LIST  FOR  1807.  JOHN  FRAZIER  2,  EVIDENTLY  WAS  DEAD  BY  1820  AS 
HE  DID  NOT  APPEAR  IN  THE  CENSUS  FOR  THAT  YEAR.  HlS  WIFE  URITH  AND 

daughter  Ruth  are  recorded  as  members  of  the  Sugar  Grove  Methodist 
CONGREGATION  IN  1818.  Th I S  CHURCH  WAS  IN  SALT  CREEK  TOWNSHIP, 
Muskingum  County,  Ohio.  Daniel  and  Jonathan  Frazier  were  property 
owners  in  Muskingum  County  in  the  early  part  of  the  19th  century. 
There  is  no  census  record  of  a  Daniel  Frazier  in  Muskingum  County, 
but  Jonathan  apparently  is  listed  in  the  census  of  1830  but  not 
thereafter . 

August  29th,  1819,  Ruth  Frazier  3  married  Eli  Sherman  in  Muskingum 
County,  Ohio.  He  was  a  widower  with  several  children,  but  there  is 
no  record  of  any  children  born  to  he  and  Ruth.

William  Frazier  3,  the  son  of  John  Frazier  2  and  Urith  Boring,  is 
believed  to  have  married  first,  Mary  McClain,  daughter  of  Jacob 
and  Elizabeth  McClain  who  lived  neighbors  to  the  Frazier's  in 
Bedford  County,  Pa.,  and  the  tv/o  families  removed  to  Muskingum  Co., 

0.  AT  ABOUT  THE  SAME  TIME  WHERE  THEY  RESIDED  ON  ADJACENT  FARMS  IN 

Salt  Creek  Township,  According  to  the  McClain  Bible  record,  Mary 
was  born  in  1774  and  died  in  1806  but  no  mention  is  made  of  her 
having  been  married.  She  appeared  in  the  family  of  Jacob  McClain 
in  the  Bedford  County,  Pa.,  census  for  1790,  but  not  in  the  1800 
census  of  the  Jacob  McClain  family.  This  would  indicate  that  she 
WAS  LIVING  ELSEWHERE  IN  1800  SO  IT  SEEMS  REASONABLE  TO  ASSUME  THAT 
SHE  WAS  MARRIED  AT  THAT  DATE. 

Under  Original  Land  Grants,  'Washington  D.C.  is  the  following;

Twp.  13,  Range  12."  This  was  for  160  acres  more  or  less  in  Salt 
Creek  Twp.,  Muskingum  County,  Ohio. 

Urith  Frazier  4,  married  James  Alexander  April  29th,  1821,  in 
Muskingum  County,  and  went  to  Illinois,  where  he  died.  His  widow 
Urith,  with  her  seven  children,  came  back  to  the  home  of  her  father 
William  Frazier  3,  in  Ohio.  She  and  most  of  the  early  Frazier 

ANCESTORS  WERE  BURIED  ON  THE  ABOVE  FARM.  THE  CHILDREN  OF  JAMES  AND 

Urith  Alexander  were;  John;  James  jr.  killed  in  the  Civil  War;  Mary

County  in  1807.  He  appears  as  the  head  of  a  family  in  all  the  early 

CENSUS  REPORTS  UP  TO  AND  INCLUDING  1840  8UT  NOT  THEREAFTER.  REBECCA, 
WHO  NEVER  MARRIED,  WAS  NO  DOUBT  NAMED  FOR  HER  GREAT  GRANDMOTHER, 

Rebecca  (Boring)  Frazier  I.  In  her  1880  census  record  Rebecca  Frazier 

GAVE  THE  BIRTHPLACE  OF  HER  MOTHER  AS  IRELAND,  AND  HER  FATHER  RUBIN 

as  Maryland.  In  1880  she  resided  in  Salt  Creek  Twp.  in  the  home  of 
John  F.  Hammond  who  was  a  son  of  Rebecca's  sister  Eleanor  and  George 
Hammond,  both  of  whom  were  dead. 

Eleanor  Frazier  and  Geo.  Hammond  were  married  June  14th,  1821.  She 
died  in  1863  aged  66.  He  died  1856  aged  63.  She  was  a  member  of  the 
Baptist  Church  and  they  and  their  children,  whose  record  follows,

Children:  one  daughter,  name  unknown.  No  record  of  others. 

James  Boreing  2,  was  the  second  son  of  John  Boreing  I  and  his 
third  wife  Anne.  He  had  an  older  brother,  John  2,  a  younger  brother, 
Thomas  2,  and  a  younger  sister,  Mary  2.  Not  much  is  known  about  him. 
If  he  had  only  one  child,  a  daughter,  then  the  Boring  name  was  not 
carried  on  in  this  branch  of  the  family. 
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
